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without conment. could not know what to do. ( Afterwards, when received the "2 of T mail, it 
is understood that they were the remaining 4 copies (E. F, G, H) of the US Pat. references cited.) 

So. the delay of receiving the office action was occurred because the "2 of 2" part of the office 
corarnun ication that contained the office action was sent by a surface mail instead of an airmail.
